EDITORIAL 

INTEGRITY 

Integrity is a word — a nine letter word. Many people 
today don’t actually know what that word means, although 
they use it quite frequently. It is only one word out ot 
hundreds of thousands in the English language; yet, to a 
human being, it can mean more than any other word in the 
whole dictionary. In a way it is like any other word. You 
can say it to yonrself over and over until its sound seems 
peculiar to your ear; or you can kick it around — take it 
apart and examine it. If you do, you’ll find an enormous 
realm of thought behind that single word — integrity. 

Integrity takes us back to the days of the Roman Em 
pile. In those days the word was intergritas or interger, 
These words meant whole or complete. However, centuries 
later, gs the English language began to develop, this word 
had more meaning added to it. Its meaning expanded in 
quality but narrowed in scope, so that it meant the whole 
ness of a man or nation. Today that word has expanded as 
does a growing man’s brain, to fit every tiny space beneath 
the skull cap. So it is that today a man has not fully de 
veloped if integrity hasn't been pumped into the last re- 
maining nooks and crannies of his machinery to make a man. 
Since a nation or country is only a term given to a group 
of people that believe in one form of government, the com- 
pleteness of a nation depends on the people. Prom the 
energy of these men nations rise step by step as they climb 
the ladder of civilization. And as in the making of a man, 
a nation is created and enriched with some sort of a whole 
ness by a final injection of integrity. 

The trouble with integrity is that it’s a rare, precious 
element. There are very few in the world today who think 
themselves able to afford it. It is rare because it is power- 
ful. The energy of all the atomic bombs in the world would 
he negligible if it were compared to the energy of a human’s 
brain. Integrity is that golden gear in the brain’s trails 
mission that makes a man say what he means, with force 
behind it. Integrity, then, is really a man’s conscience. The 
world has seen some classic examples of how a people’s in- 
tegrity carved out a nation that was endowed with that cer 
tain gear in its transmission. 

The first example was in ancient Greece where men 
really started to think. They not only thought about how 
to better their own living, but for the people around them 
and for those to follow. This nation grew from a mere 
tribe of mountaineers to the world ’s first democracy because 
such men as Socrates and Aristotle could look at things and 
see what was wrong. They might make some small comment, 
to a friend. The friend, instead of laughing at them, would 
think about their words and pass them on to the next fellow 
that he met. In this maimer the development of Greece 
progressed. This center had some men’ blessed with that 
precious element — integrity. One could say with sincerity 
what he believed, while the other would listen and realize 
the sincerity in the other’s words. 

Greece began to decay when this element had been used 
When an artificial integrity began to grow within the coun- 
try’s people, the sincerity began to ebh and other influences 
entered their thinking. A century later Greece was part 
of the Macedonian Empire and then the Roman Empire. 

Tt seems rather ridiculous that an element such as in- 
tegrity can he so rare when it is produced by the man him 
self. This element isn’t an inherent quality. It must be 
cultivated by the boy as he grows up. Of course, it is ben

1884“ by Judge Enoch Foster,
